By a writing on the outſide of the manuſcript it ſhould ſeem, that this tranſlation 
was laid before our firſt reformers, becauſe it ſays: I have read The Book of Taſher 
twice over, and I much approve of it, as a piece of great antiquity. and curiofity, - 
but I cannot aſſent that it ould be made a part of the canon of fcripture.”

'T HE. ark orcheſtis divided into three 
parts; the place in which the book 
of Jaſher is kept, is locked: thebook 
is depoſited in the middle partition, and is for 
length three foot, and for breadth three foot; 
the partitions on each ſide are eighteen inches 
each: ſo that the length of the ark is ſix foot, 
and the breadth is three foot, and the height 
is three foot, with four rings and two ſtaves. 
On the top of the ark, on each ſide the part 
in which the book is, is a little ſlit that who- 
ever remarketh on what they read in the book 
of Jafher : may ſlide it. through the lit into ei- 
ther place. | Jazer. 


When any one is deſirous to read in the 


book of Jaſher, he comes to the cuſtos, and 


reads in the preſence of the cuſtos, and makes 
his remarks, if he is ſo minded, and then the 
cuſtos puts the ſaid remarks into the ark by 
the way of the ſlits, which are on the top, co- 
vered with braſs, to be puſhed aſide on ſuch 
occaſions, .

The book of Jaſher is now in the cuſtody 
of one of the princes of Judah in the city of 


. Jezer, and is kept in an ark made of Cyprus: 
and it is the cuſtom of all the wiſe men who 


reſort to the ark to read it; (for it is had in 
very great eſteem, and is now in my day con- 
fulred as an oracle;) and if any one remarketh 
thereon, he writes his remark before the cu- 
ſtos, and the cuſtos puts it into the ark, from 
whence it is never eſtranged.

Jaſher is a faithful hiſtorian, free from fic- 
tion: upright,. and an honeſt man. Otbniel. 


Teſtimonies and Notes concerning the Book of TASHER. 


Jaſher was named ; for that he was an 
upright man, both as to his words, his deal- 
ings, his judgment, and his ſtature :—for that 
he had wiſdom, not only to direct his own 
conduct, but alſo that of the commonweal of 
Iſrael. He was upright in himſelf, for he ne- 


ver polluted himfelf with the women of the 


nations';. he was the huſband of one woman, 
his ſiſter Azuba, who died ſcarce two months 


before him. He was married to her before 


the Exodus, and before the law was given by 


Moſes, which afterwards made ſuch marri- 


ages ſinful and abontinable. He was always 
attendant on Moſes and Aaron, and he bore 
the rod, or wand of divination, before them: 
He built a city in the land of Gilead, in the 
tribe of Dan, whilſt the people were yet in 
the wilderneſs, and ſettled his eldeſt ſon Jazer 
there, from whom it took its name. He built 


a ſecond city, after he croſſed Jordan, in the 


tribe of Judah, and called it Jezer. Jaſher in 
his days directed the people of Iſrael to walk 
uprightly before God, to live peaceaby, and 
to love mercy. He reigned over Iſrael five 
and twenty years, Phineas. 


Jaſher being rod-bearer to Moſes, and his 
brother Aaron knew the facts he hath rela- 
ted; and he is, on that account, to be relied 
on. The author of the book of Joſhua ap® 
peals to the book of Jaſher, as a teltimony ; 
as doth the author of the book of Samuel. 
And though in the book of Judges, Jaſher 
is not mentioned by name, as the ſucceſſor of 
Caleb, yet we believe at this day, that he did 
judge Iſrael, from the death of Caleb his fa- 
ther to his own death. There is a teſtimony 


to this purpoſe in the book of Judges: “ And 
it came to pals, when the judge (that is, 


« when Jaſher) was dead, that the people re- 
turned, and corrupted” themſelves more 
„ than their fathers.” Ihe account of things 


which Jaſher has given ſeems to me as little 


notes

notes which he had made for his own memo- 


rial, and deſigned for private uſe ; and are 
of this to the public, that they corroborate all 


the grand truths of the five books of Moſes, 


though the work ap to be wanting of 
that ſublimity and ſtupendiouſneſs ſo remar- 
kable in the writings of the former. Ezra.

II was a tradition in my time, and received 
It all, that theCreator deſcended from hea- 
ven, and came into Eden, and there builded 
up the man. Fur out of the book of Aaron. 
Tradition ſaith, that Cain was a tiller of 
the ground, and Abel was a feeder of ſheep. 
Now it came to paſs, when their poſſeſſions 
were encreaſed, that the cattle of Abel ſpoil- 
ed the tillage of Cain. At which Cain being 
wroth, he ſlew one of the cattle of Abel, 
Complaint was made to Adam. Cain alled- 
ged, that he had often ſpoken unto Abel his 
brother concerning the injury done him from 
his beaſts coming into his grounds, ſpoilin 
his tillage, and devouring che fruit thereof. 
To prevent future conteſts, Adam ordered 
Cain to remove him, and his children, and 
to go and to dwell to the Eaſt of Eden. 
Which he did, and all enmity ceaſed, and 
was in time forgotten; wherefore the place 
is called the land of Nod unto this day. 
„ Hur out of the book of Aaron. 
From this a& of Cain in ſlaying the beaſt 
of Abel, it ſeemeth, aroſe that ſtory record- 
ed in the book of Moſes, that Cain flew A- 
bel. If Cain had taken away the life of Abel, 
Adam could not have forgiven that crime. 
Hence the mark ſet upon Cain: Adam com- 
manded, that no one ſhould ſeck to do Cain 
hurt for ſlaying the beaſt of Abel. Ben Zaddi. 
On Jaſher it may be noted, that he does 
not mention Eve. He only ſays: In proceſs 
of time, the man conceived, and he brought 
forth Cain. It was the cuſtom of the firſt of 
men in one word to expreſs both male and fe- 
male. Secing Moſes makes uſe of two names, 


Adam and Eve, it is plain, that this is a di- 


dy 


ſtinction afterwards found out; he ſays, God 
created man in his own image—male and fe- 
male created he them ; as it is written in the 
book of Genefis. Hence Jaſher is to be un- 
derſtood as ſaying, In proceſs of time the firſt 
male and firſt female of the human ſpecies 


conjoined, conceived, and they brought forth 


Cain. Ben Zaddi. 
Then it came to pals, that men firſt began 
to fix ſituations, to form reſting places, to 
make incloſures. This was an invention of 
Cain to prevent the cattle of Abel from inju- 
ring or deſtroying the fruit of the ground. 
The firſt city was a piece of land circumſcri- 
bed by water. The city of Cain was ſuch a 
portion of land he found convenient for his 
occupation. This he incloſed by a rivulet fed 
by the river of Eden.

Notes on Chap. Ill. 
OW had the world ſubſiſted about two 


thouſand years, and from their diſper- 
ſion and different views and intereſts different 


modes of worſhip had ariſen; men had for- 
ſaken the Lr ts of the patriarchs, the na-

themſelves concerning the truth; their ideas 
became through vice circumſcribed, the diſ- 
cerning few now got rule, irregularity and 


puniſhment ſtalked. Abraham ſeeing the de- 


fection of his brethren, counſelled them to re- 


turn to the ways of old; but they had gone 


ſo far aſtray, and had ſo bewildered themſel- 
ves that they could not return to their primi- 
tive way of worſhip and life, This obliged 
Abraham to leave their ſociety, that he and 
his family might ſerve the Lord, impulſed, 
that if he and his walked uprightly, thatfrom 
him would ariſe a great people, by whoſe ex- 
ample the nations would be led to ſerve the 
Lord.

Tradition ſaith, That the patriarch Abra- 
ham heard a voice as from heaven, com- 
manding him to ſlay his fon Iſaac, as he was 
In 


ip of the deity; ſet up ſymbols of 
the deity; worſhipped in groves, eſtranged

in the field alone by himſelf. Abraham re- 
turns to his wife Sarah diſconſolate. Sarah 
enquires the cauſe, and Abraham tells her, 
that a voice from heaven had ſaid unto him, 
Take thy ſon, and ſlay him, and offer him 


up a burnt- offering in the land wherein he 


was born. Upon this, Sarah, who was a 
woman of great wiſdom and diſcernment ex- 
poſtulated with Abraham, and convinced him 
that it could not be the voice of God ; and 
her argument was very concluſive : If the 
holy voice has ſaid, Of thee I will make a 
great nation ; the holy voice cannot ſay this, 
becauſe if thou ſlayeſt thy ſon, how can the 
tormer be fulfilled. Hur. 


Notes on Chap. IV. 

F ASHER takes no notice, why Joſeph 
was advanced in the court of Pharaoh ; 
and therefore it may be preſumed, that ſo 
many tories were extant, that he could not 
with certainty adopt one. However, the moſt 
probable, I will here ſet down, as a remark 
on that part of Jaſher which concernsJoſeph. 
Joſeph was the beloved of Jacob, and ob- 
tained leave of his father, to travel into E- 
gypt; for, ſays he, there will be a famine in 
the land of Canaan, and I will go and pro- 
vide corn for you and my brethren at Zoan, 
that ye periſh nat. Accordingly, Joſeph had 
not been long at Zoan before there happen 
to be a great increaſe of corn in that land; 
but in the land of Canaan, the earth brought 
not forth. Now Pharaoh ſent and gathered 
together all the wiſemen of his 3 and 
he ſaid unto them: Behold, the earth giveth 
- of its encreaſe thrice told, and there is as 
much more food for the people than they 
want, and moreover the hands are not equal 
to the harveſt! what ſhall we do ? And the 
. * wiſemen knew not. And it was proclaimed, 
. faying, Whoſoever ſhall reſolve the thing he 
ſhall ſtand before Pharaoh. And it was told 


unto Pharaoh, that Joſeph, the ſtranger, the 


fon of Jacob who dwelt at Hebron in the 
land of Canaan could unfold the ſecret. Then 
Pharaoh called for Joſeph, and Pharaoh ſaid 
unto him, Speak. Then Joſeph bowed him- 


Pharaoh advanced Joſeph. 
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ſelf before Pharaoh, and ſaid, The Lord God 
of his fathers had revealed it unto him, that 
there ſhould be great plenty in Egypt, and 
that there would be great dearth in the land 
of Canaan, which dearth was then actually 
begun; wherefore, O king, build ſtore- 


houſes in every city, and buy ye of the E- 


gyptians the ſurplus of their abundance; 
peradventure this time of plenty will be ſuc- 
ceeded by a time of want and ſcarcity. Then 
| Phineas. 

There is but one expreſſion inJaſher which 
points at all the evils which the adminiſtration 
of Joſeph brought on the Egyptians, it is 
this; And he was a ſtranger in the land of 
Egypt: and he bought Egypt with a price. 
The Egyptians before the advancement of 
Joſeph was a free people ; they paid no tax 
towards the ſupport of the government, nor 
of the prieſthood. As Joſeph had prophe- 
fied, 71 it came to paſs, the time of plenty 
was ſucceeded by a time of want and Rec 
ty. And then it was, that he fold unto the 


people at a great price, the increaſe he had 


before bought for a very low price. When 


he had exhauſted the money, and the jewels 


of the people, and brought the wealth of E- 
gypt into the king's coffers ; and the people 
ſtill wanted food, he then bargains with them 
that they ſhould pan their lands. And when 


ed the dearth was over, then it came to paſs, that 


all Egypt by a perpetual decree rendered the 
fifth of its increaſe unto Pharaoh. Phineas. 


The Hebrews were oppreſſed by the Egyp- 


tians by a taxation, and which was as a brick 
for hardneſs; when Pharaoh ſaw that they 
were become a great people for number, he 
ſent unto them, that they ſhould bear ſome 
part of the public burthen, towards the main- 
tenance and dignity of the ſtate; he alledged, 
that when the famine was in the land of Ca- 
naan, the corn of Egypt ſaved their lives; 
that therefore they ſhould give them the tenth 
of their increaſe, of their flocks, of their 
herds, and of. their grounds. The children 


of Iſrael, who had lived free ſrom the leaſt 


demand of any kind, for three hundred years 
and upwards, regarded this impoſition, as a

IRIAM wasborn — years before 

| Moſes. She was the daughter of Am- 
ram by Jochebed his wife; one ho to great 
natural parts added that of great thought and 
foreſight. The decree coming forth, that the 
Hebrew males ſhould be all ſlain as they 
were born, and ſhe having heard how good- 
natured the daughter of Pharaoh was, pro · 
ſed to her parents, that ſhe would carry 
het brother Moſes, and meet the princeſs as 
ſhe walked by the river ſide, which was the 
cuſtom of the princeſs every morning to do, 
and ſeem as though ſhe was going to drown 
the infant. By which means, ſays Miriam, 
when the princeſs beholdeth the child, perad- 
venture ſhe may enquire what I am about to- 
do with the infant, Then will I anſwer, and 
ſay, I am going to drown it, it being an in- 
fant male of the children of Jacob, according 
to the decree of Pharaoh thy father, which 
ſays, Every male that openeth the womb, a- 
mong the children of Jacob ſhall you drown 
in the river. O, ſays Jochebed, thou art as 
a ſea of bitterneſs untome! O my daughter 
thou haſt ingulphed me in an ocean of per- 
lexity ! Be not afraid, ſays Miriam, whether 
is it not all one, that he periſh by the hands 
and command of the daughter of Pharaoh, 
or by the ſlayers of infants; we cannot al- 
ways hide him from knowledge. The morn 
aroſe, the ſun rejoiced to run his courſe, and 
all nature ſmiled, when Miriam almoſt by 
force takes up the lovely infant, whoſe inno- 
cent looks were enough to engage every eye, 
d away ſhe carries him to — of the 
ver to meet the princeſs. Jochebed and Am- 
ram follow at ſome diſtance waiting the event. 
The ry was taking her morning walk, 
attended by her women. Now Miriam had 
placed herſelf under a tree, where ſhe knew: 
the princeſs would paſs by, and was there: 
kiſſing, and taking, as it were, her laſt fare- 
wel of her brother, and as the princeſs ap- 


proached, was ſwaddling it up, that with

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greater convenience ſhe might throw it into 
the river, and then ſhe kiſſes it again, and the 
tears flowed from her eyes. The princeſs and 
the ladies ſtood at ſome diſtance viewing and 
thinking what the meaning of this thing could 
be ; — ſeeing that the young woman look - 
ed at the water, and then at the child, ima- 
gined that ſhe was going to drown it. Upon 
this the princeſs calls earneſtly to Miriam, and 
aſks her, what ſhe was going to do with the 
infant? Miriam advances, and ſays, I am a- 
bout to drown it, even as Pharaoh has com- 
manded. How! ſays the princeſs, ſure Pha- 
raoh has not ſaid it, Then anſwered Miriam, 
Thy father hath ſaid, Every male that openeth 
the womb, among the children of Jacob ſhall 
ye drown in the river. And this is the firſt 
which hath opened the womb ſince the de- 
cree hath been made. And the princeſs ſaid, 
Give me the child. Miriam having delivered 
the child, the princeſs enquires for one to 
nurſe it, Here Miriam produces his mother 
Jochebed to be a nurſe for her brother. And 
the princeſs ſaid, He ſhall be my ſon, and 
his name ſhall be called Moſes, becauſe I have 
taken him from the water, wherein he was to 
be drowned. Then Jochebed took Moſes, 
and returned unto her houſe, and ſhe ſaid to 
her daughter, Behold, now thou art unto me 


as an up-lifting. Aaron at this time was three 


years old. The princeſs that very day went 
unto Pharaoh, and got the decree revoked. 
Thus did Miriam, when fifteen years of age, 
contrive the revoking of the decree of Pha- 
raoh concerning the murder of the infant 
males of the children of Iſrael. 552

Miriam from hence became the admired of 


the Hebrews, every tongue ſang of her praiſe. 


She taught Iſrael, ſhe tutored the children of 
Jacob. And the people called her, by way 
of eminence, The teacher. She ſtudied the 


good of the nation, Aaron and the people 
hearkened unto her. To her the people bow- 
ed, to her the afflicted came. Ifraeſ enjoyed 
peace all the time of the days of the princeſs, 
who ſuccoured Moſes, Miriam was ninety. 
_ years of age, when Moſes. came from 


Midian, 
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Midian. And Aaron was eighty and three. he had tranſgreſſed the precep 


And Moſes was eighty years of age. 
Hur out of the book of Aaron. 
It was a tradition in my time, that the 
princeſs carried Moſes to her father, and by 
ſhewing him the infant, and -expoſtulatin 
with him concerning the barbarity of thoſe 
who had counſelled the decree, prevailed on 
the king to revoke it. Hur. 


Notes on Chap. VI. 
OSES who till now had lived alte- 
gether in the court of Pharaoh, leaves 
Zoan, and goes into Goſhen to viſit his bre- 
thren the Hebrews, when there heencourages 
them to revolt from the Egyptians. Pharaoh 
hearing of this, Mofes thought it beſt to fly 


into Midian, being then forty years of age. 


There he marries Zipporah, the daughter of 
Jethro, who was the ſon of Eſau, who was 
the ſon of Iſaac. Jethro was a great man, 
one who had given laws to his people, and 
was both a king and a prieſt. He was a wor- 
ſhipper of the true God, but did not uſe cir- 
cumciſion among his people ; yet he ordain- 
ed a prieſthood, and appointed the obſervati- 
on — and of feaſts, and kept holy 
days. There was a particular enmity not- 
withſtanding bet wixt the deſcendants of Ja- 
cob, and thoſe of Eſau; and Jacob had par- 
ticularly cautioned his children not to marry 
among the uncircumciſed. Jethro finding 
that Moſes was a man of great policy, and 
verſed in all the learning and magic of the 
Egyptians gives him his eldeſt daughter Zip- 

rah to wife; by whom Moſes had two ſons, 
Gerſhom and Eliezer. At the expiration of 
forty years afterwards, Mofes is told by Je- 
thro, that the Pharaoh who ſought his life 
was dead; is adviſed to go up into pt, 
and to endeavour to bring his brethren from 
under the yoke of Pharaoh into the wilder- 
neſs, and there to make them a ſeparate peo- 
ple, under a particular government of their 
own, Moſes, fluſhed with the thoughts of 
ſucceſs, brings out of Midian, Zipporah and 
-her two ſons, and comes into Go : but 
the elders know him not, and tell him, that 


ts of Jacob in

the Hebrews, Moſes ſends Zipporah and her 
two ſons back to Jethro. | Hur. 

And it-came to paſs, during the timeMo- 
ſes was in Midian, which was the ſpace of 
forty years, that Caleb, who was a ruler a- 
mong the ſons of Jacob, and amighty man, 


invented the arrow, and the bow, and train- 


ed up the-males to the uſe of it, and he and 
his 3 became expert in it. This was 
a contrivance that was more excellent than 
the javelin: he found he could kill the ene- 
my hereby at a great diſtance; wherefore the

OSES perſuades theHebrews to leave 
Goſhen, and go into the wilderneſs. 


They afk of him a ſign, he gives them ma- 


ny, which they believe.

After 


many perſuaſions, with the advice of all his 


princes Pharaoh lets them go, upon certain 


conditions: which the Egyptians told him 


the Hebrews had not performed: At which 
Pharaoh was provoked, and 
and the people. Of which Moſes having in- 
telligence, he changes his courſe, and (when 
at the extremity of the Red Sea, purpoſing 
to lead the Hebrews to the foot of mount Si- 
nai, and put them under the protection of the

had ſo well contrived to cut off all intercourſe 

between the Hebrews and the Egyptians, that 

the latter knew not that the former had fled. 

On the fourth day in the morning Pharaoh 

| ſends to demand reſtitution, but behold Mo- 

Z ſes with the tribes of Reuben and Gad had 
croſſed the Red Sta, in the preceding night. 

They haſtened unco Pharaoh, and told him, 

; that the Hebrews fled by the way of the Red 

Sea; (for there was a road which led through 

there, at the reflux, for foot-paſſengers, but 

wasnot at all commodious for horſes and cha- 

. riots.) Now during the time that Moſes and 

the tribes paſſed through the fea, by night 
the moon ſhone ; but afterwards the dark 
nights came on, and the rains fell. Pharaoh 
purſued Moſes to Baal-zephon, and here he 
was told in what manner the Hebrews paſſed 
the ſands of the Red Sea. At this Pharaoh 
was greatly diſheartened, and he ſaid, Let us 


— 


ing the infants, and the men carried the bag- 
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return from whence we came, for we cannot 
go over the ſands with our horſes and chari- 
ots : and could we croſs with part of the hoſt 
of Egypt, for all cannot paſs at one reflux, the 
Hebrews will ſlay us. Wherefore Pharaoh 
curſed the people of Jacob, he and all the 
hoſtof Egypt, and returned to Zoan. Hur. 

It was at this time, and on the account of 
the fraud Moſes and his people had put on 
the Egyptians, that they were called ap 
or ap that is, Jacobites. Etud. 

Miriam firſt ſtepped into the Red Sea, a- 
midſt the 8 of Iſrael, who thereupon 
cried out, Behold the queen of the ſea. When 
all her people were ſafe in the wilderneſs, ſhe 
proclaimed a feaſt, at which Miriam and the 
women of Iſrael leaped for joy. Hur. 
The people of Iſrael ſoon after they had 
left the borders of the Red Sea, and had jour- 
neyed for three days into the wilderneſs had 
exhauſted their water, and thereupon was in 
great diſtreſs, and they ſaid, Where ſhall we 
now have water to drink? Moſes, in this e- 
mergency, aſſembles the elders. Miriam was 
one of the aſſembly, for ſhe being the admi- 
red of the people ey proceeded to no bu- 
ſineſs till ſhe was preſent ; nay, ſo. deep was 
her penetration, and ſo exquiſite her judg- 
ment, that her word was final. She adviſed, 
that they ſhould dig for water. Hur. 
The great wiſdom and policy of Moſes is 
here very conſpicuous, in his felling to the 
Egyptians, for their gold and filver, all the 
poſſeſſions of the Hebrews. By this means, 
they had wherewithal, when they had gotten 
into the wilderneſs, to purchaſe oxen, ſheep, 
and all the neceſſaries of life, of the Amale- 
kites, the Hivites, &c. and alſo all utenſils 
of huſbandry, and horſes, &c. for their im- 
mediate uſe, Othniel, 

The riches the Hebrews carried with them 
procured them the friendſhip, at leaſt the in- 
dulgence of the people of the nations, for the 
trade of gold for the fruits of their land made 
them rich. This Miriam perceived would in 
time impoveriſh her own people, wherefore 


ſhe adviſed them to till the ground, and to 
| Famer. 
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It ſeemeth plain, that the Egyptians intend- - 


ed to buy the poſſeſſions of the Hebrews for 
a very ſmall ſum, and thereby to oppreſs them 
grievouſly ; but this ſcheme of Moſes and the 
elders to ſell more in number of every thing 
than they had, outwitted them, and flung their 
iniquity upon their own heads. Beſides, Mo- 
fes by this means brought his own people the 
more readily into his deſigns of ſhaking off 
the power of Egypt. Zadock. 

Miriam might juſtly be ſtiled, the mother 
of the Hebrew nation, in a proper ſenſe, for 
ſhe taught them firſt to dig for water. She 
lkewiſe ſtimulated them to till the ground, 
and cultivate the tree. She brought grain 
out of Egypt, and ſowed the field.

Notes on Chap. XV. 

HE conteſt between Moſes and Miriam 
was concerning the eſtabliſnment of the 


laws and cuſtoms- preſcribed by Jethro. She

fufficient to govern the people, ſeeing they 
have done ſo for four hundred years? Surely 
the wiſdom of our forefathers is greater than 
that of the Midianites.

Miriam oppoſed the introduction of the 
laws given by Jethro. She well knew, that 
if Zipporah was ſuffered to dwell among the 
children of Iſrael, of conſequence the cuſtoms

All thedays of the life of Miriam were one 
hundred and twenty years. In her time, the 


Ifraelites received no other laws and cuſtoms,

When the people of the nations, the Mo- 
abites, the Perizzitts, the Hivites, the A- 
morites, the Jebuſites, and the Hittites heard

unto. When this was done, he appoints 
twelve young men, of great ſtrength, to ſlay 
oxen, and ſheep, and lambs, and roaſt them 
on the altar: and Moſes blew the trumpet, 
and he proclaimed a feaſt, and every tribe aſ- 
ſembled each to his pillar or ſtation, and they 
ſat down, and they did eat. And this was 
the firſt public feaſt of the Iſraelites. And 
now it was, that they choſe out ſeventy el- 
ders for to be with Moſes, and to judge the 

ople, | Har. 

" Moſes after the conteſt with Miriam never 
attempted to eſtabliſh the laws of Jethro till 


ſome time after her death. He had a deſign to 


ſecrete her, imagining, if it had not been for 
her humane diſpoſition, he ſhould have been 
able to have ſettled the people in Canaan du- 
ring his life, which would have been for the 
good of the commonweal; but the policy of 
Moſes was for killing and deſtroying all be- 
fore him: the poliey of Miriam was the re- 
verſe. Miriam dying, things remained for 
a ſhort time in the method ſhe left them; but 
as the people could not now apply unto her 
for witdom, they were at a great loſs, and 


that loſs grew daily more and more percepti- 


ble. At length, the complaints reached the 
ear of Mofes: In order to redreſs the grie- 
vance, Moſes adviſes the people to elect ſuck 


perſons as they ſhould think capable of Jodg-. 
* 


ing the people. That the people ſhould el 

was — to the ice They ſwallow- 
ed the bait, by which means Moſes had ſe ven- 
ty to aſſiſt him in the adminiſtration: The 
firſt thing Moſes propoſed, and which they 
agreed to, was the admiſſion and adoption of 
Zipporah and her ſons. Moſes ſoon after aſ- 
ſumed the title of king; and having brought 
Nadab and Abihu, and mo very _ 
who ſpake for the e, into his plan of 
forming the Hebrew nionerchy, they aſſem- 
bled on mount Sinai, and together with Jethro 
fix on the rule of government. Phineas.

At the cloſe of the forty days Nadab and 
Abihu are expelled ; they come down the 
mount, and excite the people to return into 
Egypt. Of this Moſes is informed by Aa- 
ron whilſt he was on the mount. The aſſem- 
bly, after Nadab and Abihu left it conclude, to 
ſettle a prieſthood, and this was to be in the 
tribe of Levi. Of this Nadab and Abihu were 
ignorant, Moſes being come with the elders 
to the enterance of the camp, he firſt ſent for 
Aaron, and acquainted him, that he and his 
family were hereafter to be the prieſts of the 
new covenant; and ordered him, with the 
utmoſt ſecrecy to make known the thing to 
the chiefs of the tribe of Levi, ſave Nadab 
and Abihu. During the abſence of Aaron, 
Moſes provides agreatnumber of inſtruments 
of deſtruction, and he hid them in a tent. On 
the next day, Moſes, with Aaron and Hur, 
came to the camp. And the trumpet ſound- 
ed, and a voice proclaimed, ſaying, Who is 
on the Lord's ſide? [which was the wordMo- 
ſes had given to Aaron to deliver unto all the 
Levites] let him come forth of the camp. As 
no one, beſides the Levites were in the ſe- 
eret; nor Aaron, Hur, nor they, as to the 


ſlaughter Moſes intended by their hands to 


execute, immediately on the proclamation 
the Levites leave the camp, and aſſemble 
themſelves before Moſes. When this was 
done, Moſes puts into the hands of the Le- 
vites each one an inſtrument of deſtruction, 
and the trumpet ſounded, and the voice pro- 
claimed, ſaying, Gird on your ſwords, and 
go through the camp, and kill every man his 
friend, and every man his neighbour, And 
beſides Nadab and Abihu, the Levites ſlew 
three thouſand men. No women were ſlain. 
When Aaron ſaw the fall of Nadab and Abi- 
hu, his two ſons, and the ſlaughter of the 
people, he wept for the miſeries that were 
come upon his brethren, ſince the death of 
Miriam. And he ſaid, Oh what a flood of 
bitterneſs is this, thy death O ſiſter hath let 
in upon us! But Moſes, Jethro, and Zippo- 
rah now rule us with arod of iron. The days

ROM the ſlaughter of Nadab and Abi- 
hu, and the three thouſand Iſraelites, 
Moſes proceeds to eſtabliſh all the laws and 
ordinances he had received on the mount. 
And in this he ſucceeded, without the leaſt 
interruption, till he came to excuſe the Le- 
vites from labour, till he ſet them apart to 
the prieſthood, and had appointed fuch dues 
to be given them by the other tribes as ſhould 
be a ſufficient maintenance for them. Upon 
this, the rebellion of Korah aroſe. 
the door of the tabernacle was the uſual place 
of aſſembly, here Korah, Dathan and Abiram 
and On, with two hundred and fifty of the 
principal men of Iſrael, undertake to expo- 
ſtulate with Moſes, Aaron, Jaſher and Hur 
the unreaſonableneſs of it. Moſes puts them 
off till the next day. In the interim, Moſes 
hid the Levites within the tabernacle behind 
the hangings. And when Moſes had ſent away 
the people, the Levites ruſhed out of the ta- 
bernacle, and ſlew with fire Korah and thoſe 
that were with him, Pkg + _ 

On a d the firſt day, but he repen 
of his hs and ſo eſcaped the evil bis bre- 
thren fell into; however, he fled into Cana- 
an, all the days of Moſes, Hur. 

The name of the ſon of Shelomith was Ba- 
dab. He was a raſh youth, and he encoun- 
tered Moſes alone. He was a man of great 
elocution, a fine perſon, and very popular; 
he ſpared no pains to ſhew and declare to the 
people, that the ways and ſchemes of Moſes 
were not the commands of Jehovah, as he 
Moſes had pretended. For this his blaſphe- 
my, he is brought before the ſeventy, and 
adjudged to be ſtoned. Hur. 

And if Moſes had not put an end to his 
cavils by this ſentence, -it is thought, he 
would have raiſed a ſchiſm among the _

AFTER thedeath of Jethro, Balak king 


of Moab, made the people of Midian 
his ſubjects. Now Moſes, who had married 
Zipporah, the daughter of Jethro, was an- 
gry with the Midianites for putting themſel- 


ves under the protection of Balak; wherefore 


he became their enemy, and was determined 
the firſt opportunity to wage war againſt 


them; but as the Moabites, the Amorites, 
the Amalekites, the Hivites, and the Hit- 
ties were their confederates, he deferred it 
for ſome time, till at length 


he recollected 
the promiſe made to Abraham, that his ſred 
ſhould be as the ſtars in the firmament, and 
as the ſand on the ſea-ſhore. To accompliſh 
which, be afſembled the ſeventy, and all the 


_ elders of Iſrael to the door of the tabernacle, 


and after reminding them of the prophecy, 


adviſed them, in order 'that they might for 
number be able to drive out the nations in 


Canaan, to go up againſt Balak, againſt the 
Midianites, Moabites and the nations on this 


ſide of Jordan, and to ſlay all the inhabitants, 


fave the women, that Iſrael might out of 
them multiply. And it was agreed by the 
aſſembly, that the women ſhould be divided 


by lot, or tribe. This ſpirited up the peo- 


e, and they readily armed every tribe one 
d to the war, and they went out, and 
they ſle all the males of the nations, except 


thoſe who ſaved themſelves by flight. This 


got Moſes his juſt revenge on the Midianites, 


tor he A. ee that the Midianites would 


have him for their king. The people 
fought now for the ſake of the women, and 


5 for the ſake of the ſpoil; and here was a fur- 
ther view in Moſes to enrich his nation, for 


the Hebrews had bought with their ſilver and 
gold, t hey brought out of Egypt, cattle and 
corn, and wine and oil, of the Midianites, 
and of the le of the nations, while they 
ſajourned in the wilderneſs; and if they now 
overcome them the ſilver and gold would fall 
into the hands of the Hebrews again. Further, 
Moſes perceived, that the Hebrews could not 
ſafely paſs over Jordan till the nations on this 


ſide were deſtroyed ; for he knew, that if he

This 
ſoon bred great confuſion, bickerings, hatred, 
malice, and what not; but all this time Mo- 
ſes did not divide the virgins, left he ſhould 
enervate his - Hence they murmur. 
To quell this, the Levites were commanded 
to ſlay the ſtrange women; and there fell of 
the Hebrews twenty four thouſand men. Af- 
ter this Moſes divided the virgins.

The reaſon of the ſlaughter of the Hebrews 
was, that they oppoſed themſelves to Moſes, 


and took the part of the ſtrange women. Jezer. 


Moſes was now grown old, and he per- 
ceived that his ſtrength would not permit 
him to lead the children of Iſrael into Cana- 
an. The fatigue was too great for him. How- 
ever Moſes, with Eleazar and Phinchas and 
Joſhua go up mount Nebo, and from that 
part called Piſgah he takes a view of the pro- 
miſed land : at which Moſes was much de- 
lighted, and it gave him great fatisfa&tion. 
Moſes then retires into the plains of Moab, to 


a city called Oſea, having left the command 


of the Iſraelites to Joſhua; and there in the 
ſpace of fix months, he dies.

only diſpirited them, but weakened them ve- 


Moſes was the greateſt of the magi of the 


age he lived in: and no one has appeared like ry 


unto him unto this day. He could turn the 
rod into a ſerpent, make frogs ſkip and live 
on dry ground ; make water as blood ; make 
thunder and lightning, and do ſuch wonders 
as the people and de Kndants of Jacob knew 
nothing bf and at which they all ſtood ama- 
zed. Moſes was for ſtature, ſymmetry, and 
comelineſs one of the fineſt men of the age. 
Some have ſaid, that he was defective in his 
ſpeech. It is true, he was flow and grave in 
his utterance; but he ſpoke with great deli- 
beration, and his ſpeech was with authority; 


he always commanded attention; and when- 


ever he delivered a new law to the people he 
did it with great preſence of mind, -and with 
trum ſounding, and with mighty thun- 
drings: and he uſed always to read it out of 
a book. He was a man who could bear diſap- 
pointment, and therefore was by ſome called 
the meek ; but this was His great policy, and 
if it had not been for his prudence in this par- 
ticular, the Hraelites would ſoon have reject- 
ed him. The greateſt enemy of his ambition 
was his fiſter Miriam, who ſtudied no one 
thing, but the good of the common-weal of 
Iſrael, and always oppoſed in Moſes the ſpi- 
rit of tyranny. And it is my opinion, that 
at the time Moſes hid Miriam ſeven days, un- 
der the notion of her being leprous, and the 
pe demanded her, had he continued to 
ave hid her, they would have flew Moſes. 

I ſaw the thing that was done. On. 
The ſaving of the pure virgins of the na- 
tions was done with an Intent to increaſe and 
multiply the number of the children of Iſrael. 
This was a ſcheme, Moſes thought implied 
in, theſe words, And thy ſeed ſh 
find on the ſea-ſhore. The multitude of wo- 
men had this effect, to make the Hebrews nu- 
merous, and on this account the concubinary 
wife was allowed. On. 
One reaſon to be affigned, why Moſes did 
not lead the people over Jordan into Canaan; 
might be the averſion they muſt naturally 
have to him, on the account of the ſlaughter 
of the twenty four thouſand men, This not

eaſily be repaired z however, Moſes, in order 


to appeaſe the people, commands Eliazar and

O ME time after the death of Moſes, Jo- 
ſhua aſſembled Eleazar, Phinehas, Caleb 
and all the elders of Iſrael. At this aſſembly 
they make a law, that whoever ſhould not o- 
bey Joſhua in the ſame manner they did Mo- 
ſes ſhould be put to death by being ſtoned. '
